| Board of Education, were present. ‘Phe dinner 
j ‘vas provided at the Town Hall,—the tables 
‘furnished and very tastefully arranged by Mr. 
Peter Blake. After the demands of sppctite 
for bodily nutriment bad been fully apet from 
| the very liberal supply offered by the caterer 
j above alluded to, then most truly did “ a feast 
of reason anda flow of soul” succeed. 

_ Rev. Nathaniel Hail, Chairman of the Sehool 
Committee, setthe ball in motion by appropri- 
ate remarks, alluding. in a very kind mauner, 
to the distinguished guest--Dr. Sears. 

| Increase S. Smith, a member of the Board, 
followed the Chairman, who said he would not 
jeccupy much time, but would be a stepping 
stone for others, and proposed the following as 
a sentiment— 

*« The Schools of Dorchester and the Secreta- 
ry of the Board of Education.” 

Rev. D. Dyer, member of the Cemmittee, 
followed with some remarks consonent and by 
way of supporting and enforcing those made by 
Mr. Smith. 

The Secretary of the Board of School Com- 
mittee, said he did not intend to make a speech, 
but as man, ay, lovely woman too, require nu- 
triment for the mind as well as for the body, if 
they would be heal:hy, useful and happy, and 
as, no doubt, a rich supply could be ebtained by 
the mere asking, presented the following as a 
sentiment : 

“ The Town of Dorchester—her Churches 
and her Schools—her Ministers and her Teaca- 
ers, and the Secretary of the Buard of Edu- 
cation.” 

Dr. Sears responded to the calls in a happy 
and eloquent manner. He said 
first time, in his life that be ever met sucha 
company on such an occasion ; and that the 
meeting, on this occasion, the Schoel Commit- 
iee, teachers, officers of the town, and other de- 
voted friends of the cause of education. was 
much more in accordance with his feelings, and 
muéeh more pleasing to him, than to meeta 
large and popular assembly. He said that it 
bad been suggested, that, cn an occasion jike 
this, it would be well to devote the time to the 
interchange of views in relation to the advance- 
ment and improvement of our Schools; and he 
was fully of the epinion that the increasing de- 
sire, on the part of the

people, for improvement, 
rendered consul:atiou on this, and al! suitable 
occasions, important and proper. Dr. Sears 
had visited various portions of the State, since 
his appointment tu the oflice he now holds, and 
was astonished to find the people so fully 
awake and so generally appreciating the im- 
portance of taking energetic measures for the 
advancement and improvement of the Common 
Schools. He said, it takes a long time to get 
up an interest in behalf of any great and good 
object, but he was happy to witness the spizit 
so generaily manifested bere and in other places 
jat the present time. One improvement he 
would notice, that was, a desire, on the part of 
School Coamittces, and others baving the 
control of the sacred interests of education, te 
secure the services of a better class of teachers, 
which has produced a corresponding imprev- 
inent in the Schools. 

Massachusetts owes much to her early 
Schools. The universally admitted intelligence 
of the people taking the lead in great improve- 
ments in the arts and sciences, in manufactures 
and commerce,in every noble enterprize by 
the people of Massachusetts have all been the 
result,and all been derived from their early ed- 
ucation in their public schools. And the in- 
fluence of Massachusetts bas ever been felt; 
she has ever been the pioneer, not only in a 
commercial, manufacturing and politica! peint 
of view, but in her great and growing interest 
in behalf of the education of her youth, and 
judiciously formed measures for the acquisition 
of this glorious result. The influence of Mas- 
sachusetts is felt throughout the length and 
breadth, not only of this country, but ef the 
civilized world. Now is the time for action, 
for united effort. The present age demands of 
us the measure of duty devolving upon us. 
Society is and must be on the advance, and 
we must transmit to posterity the privilege, end 
blessings we received from our fathers, weth tn- 
terest. For our privileges, our feseilities are 
much greater than those we received from them. 
‘The experiment of Meesachuseils en a new ed- 
ucational system, is cf a remarkable character. 
It was a bold, entirely new, and completely suc- 
cessful experiment. This new eystem of Mes- 
sachusetts, is being epproved of end adopted by 
all portions of this country ; and Evrope with 
al! her light, intelligence and learning is being 
influenced by it, and is now taking messures 
to advance the cause of popular education.

Hon. Horace Mann, could not have been placed 
upon one who would better sustain and carry 
forward the cause of Common School educa- 
tion in Massachusetts. Dr. Sears has, for sev- 
eral years, been a very devoted, active and effi- 
cient member of ihe Board of Education, but 
being the President and Professor of Christian 
Theology in the * Theological Institution” at 
Newton, his time, talents and influence could 
not,of course, be so fully devoted to the inter- 
ests of the Board.

(We say d- 
legilimatized, because his Royal Highness, the 
Duke of Sussex, was married to the daughter of 
the Earl of Dunmore, and, «fier the birth of chil- 
dren, the Parliameat dissoived the marriage as 
contrary to Royal Marraige act, thus illegitimiz- 
ing the children.) This pension was granted 
to Mademoiselle D'Este for no other reason 
than her illegitimate connection with the Royal 
ij family. She already possessed a handsome 
fortune of her own, and she was just on the eve 
of being married to Sir John Wilde,a wealthy 
knight holding the office of Chief Justice of the 
Court of Common Pleas, for which he received 
from governmentan anopual salary of forty thous- 
and dollars. And all this the oppressed peopie 
must pay. It is thus that the nobility suck the 
blood of the nation.

The exhibition of the Schools, No. 10, “ Little} 
Neck District” took place on ~“Tvesday, Feb. 27th, | 
Jast. hese Schools consist of a Primary, Miss | 
Susan W. Tolbman, teacher, and Grammar, under 
the chaage of Mr. John Kueeland, Principal) and} 
Miss Elien C. Fow!e, assistant. The Committee | 
appointed to visit these Schools, were Messrs. Wad- 
leigh, Pike, Dyer, Robinson, Clapp and Bacon: in- 
creased by the attendance of Rev. N. Hall, chairman 
of School Committee, and Robert Vose, Esq. 
Little Neck is a remarkable place, and the Schools 
most emphatically so. Considering all the cireum- 
stances, the exhibition was a suatisfuctory, aye, a 
tumphant one. 

The first public school, at this place, was gathered 
in 1839; there being at that time thirty two scholars 
or children between four an: sixteen years of age. 
That year the town appropriated and expended one 
hundred dollars for its support. The number of 
scholars in 31840 was 39, 1844,52; 1845, 57; 1847, 
83; 1819, 175. Population in 1840, 146; 1846, 289; 
1849 something over G00. There is no place in the 
vicinity probably, which las more rapidly advanced 
in population and importance unaided by manufac- 
turing and mechanical enterprises, than Litde Neck. 
And what is deemed peculiarly remarkabie, is, that

such a rapid accumulation of people, mostly stran-| 


gers to each other, should at once concentrate 
their efforts and unite their influence to promote the 
cause of popular education. This would be a prob- 
lem which would remain forever unanswered if the 
devotion, zeal, and perseverence of Mr. Knecland, 
the principal of the Grammur School, Mr. Wad- 
leigh, the local committee, and many of the leading 
and infivertial citizens, was not palpahly, manifest. 
The spirit of enterprize, progress and improvement 
is witnessed in everything in and about Little Neck, 
and very especially its educational interests. And 
this spirit is so all powerful in its influence that the 
moment a stranger, even, sets foot there Le is im- 
bued by the same spirit and warmed by the same 
holy fire!

Ile is unceasing in his efforts, 
and his undiyided interests are devoted to the im- 
portant work of training dear childsen and youth 
for usefulness, happiness, and Heaven! Mr. Wad- 
leigh has done much in bebalfof the interests of 
these schools—for the interests of the place.

Tue New Yorx Riot. We mentioned in our 
last number thata disgraceful riot had occurred in 
New York, growing out of the Macready excite- 
ment. On the apperance of Mr. Macready at the 
Astor-place Opera-house on the night of the 7th 


inst., in the character of Macbeth, he was assailed 


with eggs. potatoes, and other missiles, and driv- 
en trom the stage. At his re-appea rance, on the 
night of the 10th, the police, anticipating disturb- 
ance, took possession of the house at an early hour. 
A mob numbering some twenty thousand assembled 
outside to break down the doors, and were resisted 
by the police, who ejected water onthem. The ri- 
oters still persevering, a company of horsemen were 
eent for, but they were driven from the field. A 
portion ofa light infantry regiment then arrived, 
and the riot act was read, but no impression was 
made on the mob, who pelted the soldiers until sev- 
eral were badly wounded. Ordér was then given 
to fire on the mob, which was done, principally with 
blank cartridges, though some charged with balls 
by which one or two were killed and several wound- 
ed. The rioters not dispersing, three rounds were 
fired with balls, by which ten or fifteen were killed 
and some twenty or thirty wounded. Several cit- 
izens, mere spectators,were killed and some wound- 
ed. The military kept possession of the field all 
night, by throwing up entrenchments. 

As some readers may not be acquainted with the 
circumstances Which ‘ead to this riot, it may be 
stated, that for some time there has existed an-an- 
imosity between Mr. Forrest, the American trage- 
dian, and Mr. Macready, the English tragedian. It 
is said that the former was ill-used by the latter 
while in England ; and since Macready came to 
this country, they have played in the same cities, 
at rival houses, which has caused considerable ex- 
citement among a certain class. 

Mr. Forrest states that he had nothing whatever 
to do with these Mr. Macready has also 
published a pamph!et, vindicating limself from the 
charge of attempting to injure Vorrest.

over an alter \closely shat op within folding 
doors of gilt brass. The crown is kept in an oc- 
tagonal aperature in the corner of the cross. It 
is cotnposed of six equal picces of beaten gold, 
joined to gether by close hinges ; and the jewels 
and embossed gold onaments are in a ground of 
biue and gold enamel, interesting as exhibiting 
an exact resemblance to the workmanship of the 


enamelled part of a gold ornament now in Ash-| 


molean Museum, which once belonged to King 
Alfred. But for those who have an appetite for 
relics, the most important part of the crown is a 
narrow iron rim, which is attached to the inside 
of italiaround. The rim is about three-eighths 
of an ineh thick, made out of one of the nails 
used inthe crucifixion. ‘The crown is said to 
have been presented to Constantine oy his moth- 
er; and the sacred iron rim, from which it has 
its name, was toprotect him in battle. And, 
although this iron has now been exposed more 
than fifteen hundred years, there is not a speck 
of rust upon it.
